THE MAGAZINE SUBJECT-INDEX. 


The issue of vol. 1 of a new Subject-Index to 
periodicals is perhaps the most notable event in 
the magazine world at this time. This new index 
indexes for 1907, 79 periodicals, and the 44 most 
important ones from their first issue to December, 
1907. Thus an entirely new field is opened for 
easy reference. The list of magazines included is 
a representative one, selected as the result of sug- 

estions made by librarians. The whole reference 
field is covered, but especially full references may 
be found to local history topics, to houses, public 
buildings, architecture, forestry, mountaineering, 
exploration, outdoor life in all its phases, fine arts, 
art collections, etc. Libraries which do not sub- 
scribe to all the periodicals included will find it 
valuable in connection with the other periodical 
indexes, as showing what the periodical field has 
to offer on any given topic. This index includes 
no magazine that 1s indexed in Readers’ Guide, 
Library Index, or Poole’s Index.

The many minor scientific journals which have 
appeared in the United States have never or seldom 
been noticed by the bibliographer, even the classic 
‘Catalogue of Scientific and Technical Periodicals”’ 
of H. C. Bolton containing but very few of them. 
This is no doubt traceable to the short lives which 
a great number of them endured, many never com- 
pleting, or extending beyond the first volume; and 
to their limited circulation, usually confined to 
specialists; while their doubtful importance mili- 
tated against their conservation by public libraries, 
which is to be regretted since it is now almost im- 
possible to obtain complete sets. 

There are, however, at least two fine collections 
in the United States, one belonging to Dr. J. 
Dwight, Jr.,of New York City,and theother that of 
Mr. Witmer Stoneof Philadelphia. The latter gentle- 
man has made this list possible by allowing me the 
privilege of examining his collection, and by plac- 
ing at my disposal many bibliographic notes made 
from the collection of Dr. Dwight on such journals 
as I have not seen. Dr. Dwight obtained much in- 
formation as to number of parts issued by direct 
correspondence with the editors or publishers, so 
such data are undoubtedly reliable. 

The difficulty of drawing a line of demarcation 
between the minor and some ‘‘major’’ scientific 
journals induced me to publish a list of omissions 
from Bolton published prior to 1895, rather than a 
bibliography of minor scientific journals to date, as 
I had first intended. There are of course several 
important journals in this list which were over- 
looked by Bolton, and one or two are included 
which are without sufficient data in that work.

FROM THE PREFACE 


What has been sought: is to give the history, origin, and present tendency of 
American Constitutions, and for this purpose the bulk of the work (Book III) 
is made up of a comparative presentation of the forty-six State Constitutions 
annotated with the corresponding provisions of the Federal Constitution. 


In Book II is presented a chronological digest of the important statutes 
referring to English Constitutional principles, and also a table of excerpts 
from all the great Constitutional documents, arranged chronologically, show- 
ing their growth from Magna Carta. to the Massachusetts Bill of Rights. 


Books II and III, therefore, represent an attempt never, I believe, hither- 
to made; while the first Book’is intended for a broad historical essay, not 
technical, on those parts of constitutional law which now most concern. us. 


Constitutional law, like the law of labor and free contract, isin the United 
States ‘‘a live science.”’. Both in the States and in the nation “it has had 
its most active discussion recently. 


The great cardinal principles, of the right of the individual, both to property 
and even to personal liberty, as against the will of a majority or an organized 
minority having the ears of the executive and the legislative branches of 
government, have got to be resettled. 


The great political question of the social and jurisdictional.(not. political) 
relation of the States to the Federal Government, the right of the States to 
their own customary law and their own’ police power, has once more to be 
fought over,
